At first ghmce this 
may seem a rash -state 
mem, hut when 
analysed it is not 30 
fantastic 

How m;my families from one end of 
Australia tn the Other get along to Jay 
without indulging in some farm of time- 
payxoent? How many of the poorer 
fSLinito COULD secure even tfit neces* 
sarie of life without it? 

Call it time-payment, lay-by. Referred 
payments, or what you will, it is still 
time-payment ! Apply it to motor cam 
or other forms of luxury, or to cloches 
or oilier urgent rtred.s. and thr principle 
is the same. It is the mean* to an end — 
a method of obtaining something ifi.tr 
otherwise could not he secured. 

Even gt, )vcrn merits now deign to 
recf)griire it. Of course, in a thinly 
disguised farm it has been acquiesced in 
for y$3£$. What else is the "extensiiio 
of time" which the Income Tax De- 
partment so grudgingly grants? 

But now officialdom has come into 
the open, and the Victorian Income Tax 
Department permits payment hy means 
of stamps purchasable throughout the 
year and redeemable in payment of tax. 

Tlus departure from the conventional 
method Of collecting the bills has proved 
a two-way boon in Victoria — it has 
benefited the department in the gather' 
ing in of the tax and has ennhted the 
taxpayer to fulfil his obligation to the 
State without undue stress and without 
having to grovel for time to pay.

On top of tht?, the Postmorter- 
Gcncral has apphed time-payment to 
radio listeners' licence fees. Stamps of 
tht? value of 6d or more are purchasable, 
and when 21 /-worth have been bought 
they may lie handed in for a licence. 
That this is appreciated is borne out by 
the fact that 2^,000 listener* bought 
their fcCencea in this way last year. 

The extension of this method of 
Settling government hills, particularly 
for income tux. will be cageny awaited 
by every section of every community in 
Attsrralia. 

Even the severest critics of time 
payment will not object to it then.
